| HE flow Advances which the Proteſtant Re- 
| | ligion, and a Spirit of Induſtry had made 
among the common People of Ireland, tor an 

Age paſt, being oblerved by ſome worthy Pertons 
of this Kingdom, they formed themſelves into a 
yoluntary Society for ſetting up Parochial Schools, 
as the beſt Remedy hey could ee in that Caſe. 


Hereupon many ſuch Schools were ſer up in Dab- 
lin, and ſome other Chief Cities and Towns, under 
the Encouragement and Direction of ſeveral of the 
Biſhops, Nobility, Gentry and Clergy, as a Means 
to forward the good W. k but after the wars 
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of many Years, they perceived that the Succeſs did 
not an{wer their Expectations ; for the Children be. 
ing taught as Day-Sebolars: only, and afterwards put 
out Apprentices and Servants, in Places not remote 
enough trom their own homes, their Popiſh Parents 
and their Prieſts had too frequent Acceis to them, 
and often found Means to draw them back to Po- 
pery, juſt at that Point of Life, when Children be- 
gin to be ſuſceptible of Religious Impreſſions. 


But this Scheme, even tho” it had not failed in 
any Part, was very inſufficient to anſwer the End of 
2 general Reformation; for as the major Part of 
thoſe Scholars were the Children of Proteſtants, the 
Number of young Converts made in thole Schools 
were very ſmall, and could not have turned the Bal- 
lance againſt Popery in the Space of ſome Centuries. 


It was therefore judged neceſſary to find our ſome 
other Expedient, that might operate more exten- 
ſively and effectually, to the general Converſion and 
Reformation of the poor Natives. And the Expe- 
dient at laſt happily choſen, was to apply to His Ma- 
jeſty by Petition, that He would by His Charter, 
Incorporate a Society with Powers for Erecting 
Schools in ſeveral Parts of the Kingdom, wherein the 
Children of poor Papiſts, and other poor Natives, 
Mould be inſtructed in the Engliſþ Tongue (which 
many of them cannot ſpeak) and in the Principles of 
true Religion and Loyalty, * 


An humble Petition was accordingly preſented to 
His Majeſty, dated the 17th. Day of April, 1730. 
being ſigned by their Excellencies the then Lords 
Juſtices, and a great Number of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, of the Commons, the Clergy, and 

Be: Fey principal 
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Principe! Gentlemen of the Kingdom; whereupon 
is Majeſty, through the favourable Interpoſition 
of his Grace the Duke ot Dor/et then Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland, was graciouſly pleaſed to Grant His Royal 
Charter for the Purpoſes before mentioned, bearing 


Date the 24th. Day of October, 1733. 


On the 6th. Day of February following, the ſaid 
Charter was opened and read in the Council Cham- 
ber in Dublin, in Prelence of his Grace the Lord 
Lieutenant aforeſaid, and many of the Nobility and 
Gentry. The Officers directed by the Charter were 
immediately choſen, and a Subſcription-book opened 


tor carrying on the good Work. 


Many Perſons of Rank and Diſtinction then pre- 
ſent, ſubſcribed largely, among whom the late Earl 
of Kildare deſerves to be mentioned with particular 
Honour and Gratitude, who gave Five hundred 
Pounds at the firſt opening of the Charter, and has 
fince bequeathed fifteen hundred Pounds to the So- 
cicty for encouraging the School at Caſledermot, and 
for erecting two other Schools, viz. one at Strang ford, 
and the other at Manooth. ; Mo, 


But as the Effects of this Charter could not be 
obrained in their full Latitude, without keeping the 
Children apart from their Parents, and maintaining 
them in Meat, Drink and Cloathing, and EreCting 
Houſes for their Accomodation, and turniſhing the 
fame, and paying Salaries ro Sehool-Maſters, and pro- 
viding Tools and Utenſils for their Country La- 
bours, it was ſoon evident, that the neceſſary Expence 
of a few Schools would require a greater Fund than 
this poor Country could ſupply. 5 lp 
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; n 
The Society therefore found themſelves under 4 
Neceſſity of having Recourle ro the Charity and 
Piery of England (which has ever been diſtinguiſhed 
on Ads of Mumificencez) and herein their Hopes 
have not been diſappointed, as will appear from the 
Liſt of Engliſh Benefactors which has been yearly 
publiſhed, and will continue ſo to be. 
In Purſuance of this View, the Society ſent over 
their Secretary, Fobn Hanſard, Eſq; furniſhed with 
proper Credentials for folliciting and receiving Be- 
nefactions, in which he proved very ſucceſsful. 


It was likewiſe thought adviſeable to ſet on Foot 
a Correſponditig Society in London, who reſiding in 
that Metropolis, might be Inſtrumental in procuring 
arid remitting Sublcriptions and Donations, and keep- 
ing up a regular Correſpondence with the Incorpo- 
rated Society in Dublin, in order to inform them of 
all Occurrences, ' and to communicate their Senti- 
ments and Advice, as Occaſion fhould require, 


By which Means ſeveral Perſons were encouraged 
to become Subſcribers, of which Number were moſt 
of the Biſhops of England; who animated, with a 
Zeal for the Honour ot God, and a Spirit of Charity 
towards the Poor deluded Natives of J/relang, pre; 
ſently offered their Aſſiſtance; and having firſt con- 
tributed their own Bene factions, 4ormed themſelves 
into a Society for that End, and have brought in a 
plentiful Harveſt of Benefactions to recruit the Fund, 
for which the Society do hereby publickly return 
Thanks to them, and to the pious and generous Be- 
nefactors whom God hath raiſed up by their Means; 
ſome of thoſe we are bound in an eſpecial Manner to 


mention, and acknowledge in this Place. Theſe are

One. thouſand, Pounds, being His Majeſty's Dona- 
tion, beſides His Royal Grant of a thouſand Pounds 
per Annum; Mr. M hitcheot, fifteen hundred Pounds; 
Mrs, Heiden, two thouſand Pounds; His Grace the 
Duke of Devonſhire, three hundred ſeventy ſix Pounds 
and upwards Mrs. Diany/ia Long, fifty Pounds year) 
for ten Years paſt; the Right Honourable Earl of 
Cheſter field two hundred and fifty Pounds, Mrs Eſther 
Honblon, a Legacy of five hundred Pounds; Ebenezer 
Dubois, Filqz a Legacy of five hundred Pounds; a 
Perſon unknown by Joſeph Fawthrop, Eſq; five hun- 
dred Pounds; ſundry Remittances from the e Indits 
by the Honourable Admiral Warren, Honourable 
Colonel John Murray and others, amounting to nine 
hundred twenty ſeven Pounds and upwards. 


And we muſt with particular Gratitude: obſerve, 
that che Parliament of Ireland have out of their 
Leal for the Proteſtant Religion, Patronized and En- 
couraged the Society by creating a New Fund in 
the Hawkers and Pedlers Act, and appropriatin 
the whole produce of thoſe Duties to the Ule e 
the Charter. e e ewt 
By. theſe ſeaſonable Aids, the Society have been 
enabled to extend their Schools into ſeveral Parts of 
the Kingdom, through the Encouragement of divers 
Gentlemen, and Bodies Corporate, Who have given 
in Perpetuity one Acre of Land, ſome of them a 
greater Quantity, for the Site of a School off their 
Eſtates, beſides Beneficial Leaſes of ſmall Farms con- 
tiguous to every School, to be cultivated and im- 
proved by the Labour of the Boys; particularly 
the five ee ee Dublin, Waterford, Kilkenny, 
Caſbell and Trim, who have generouſly made confider- 
able Grants our of their Eſtates, for encouraging 
1 FF 


Schools in or near their reſpectiye Cities, as is more 
fully ler forch in the yearly Abf. 


In Conſequence whercof the Society have under 
their preſen: Care and Direction, thirty Schools al- 
ready opened; eleven now Building, and three reſol- 
ved to be immediately built, making in all forty four 
Schools, beſides a Charter. Nurſery in a Houſe hired 
for that uſe in Dublin, where Children ſent up from 
the Country in Raggs are cloathed, fed and taught, 
and attended by a Maſter, Miſtreſs and Nurſe. This 
is a Sort of Store-houſe from whence the Chil- 
dren are tranſplanted to the Country Schools as Occa- 
Hons require, and has Accommodations for about one 
hund ed Children in Number, all which are ſupported 
out of their flenderfund. The Society call it ſender, 
becauſe it is comparatively ſo, regard being had to 
their preſent Out-goings, and to the multitude of 
Poor Popiſh Children yer unprovided for, who would 
SU ten times that Number of Schools, for a Succeſſion 
of many Years, if means could be found to main- 
rain them; and it is to be noted here, that in 
the laſt Year the Society expended near tour thou- 
ſand Pounds in the fingle Article of Building; and 
that the annual Expence of maintaining 885 Chil- 
dren, which is their preſent Complement, including 
the Salaries ro Maſters and Miſtreſſes, with other 
neceſſary Incidents, will at a Medium amount ro 
about 4,435 J. Yearly. And to the Intent that their 
Bene factors, and the World may know the true 
State of the Society's Circumſtances, and the great 
Need they ſtand in of further Supplies to enable 
them to carry on this good Work, they have an- 
nered hereunto. the Abitratt of the laſt Years Ac- 
counts which were Audited on the ſecond Day of 
November 1748, by which it appears that the Ballance 


in ready Caſh, amounted to no mote than 7221.

But as the Divine Providence hath raiſed up mæ- 
ny Benefactors for carrying on this good Work 
thus far, the Society would hope that it will notreſt 
here, but that God will put it into the Hearts 
of many other Charitable Perſons, to Encourage 
theſe Schools, ſince they can no where find fitter 
Objects, For Charity. can never be carryed high- 
er than to reſcue the Souls of thouſands of poor 
Children from the Dangers of Popiſs Superltitionand 
Idolatry, and their Bodies from the Mileries of Idle- 
neſs and Beggary. This is not retailing Charity to 
Particulars, but diffuſing it over a whole Nation; 
it is a Charity that will make thoſe who are at pro- 
ſent a Nuſance and a Burthen to their Country; to 
become a Treaſure and a Bleſſing ro it; that will 
-make honeſt and induſtrous Men of thoſe who would 
have been bred up in Thievery and Rags; it is a 
Charity that will multiply obedient and peaccable 
Subjects ro the King, and render the Proteſtants ot 
Ireland ſafe in their Lives and Poſſeſſions. And it 
will for ever take away the chief Cauſe of thoſe Diſ- 
TONNE and Apprehenſions, which, upon ſome 
ormer Conjunctures, have alarmed the Government 
and People of England, by reaſon of a near Neigh- 
bourhood of a formidable Body of Papiſis, devoted 
to the Sec of Rome, and ready to rebel at the Inſti- 
gation of their Prieſts, or che ſecret Machinations 
of a Foreign Enemy.

Theſe will be ſome of the happy Effects of the 
Charter- Schools, it they can be ſufficiently multi-

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not by Force or Terror, not by Penal, Laws and Pro- 
ſecutions, which can only make Hypoctites ; but by 
the innocent and gentle Means of enlightning and 
inſtructing the ignorant Minds of Children in the 
Truths of the Geipel, and leading them early 
to that Fountain-head, which the Church of Rome 
Has craelly {ſealed up. Theſe are the only Methods 
practiſed by the Society, as being agrecable- to the 
Nature of Man, and to the Genius of -the Chriſtian

And for edition che great Wanger of the Chil- 
drens relapſing, rhe Society are very careful to tranſ- 
plant them originally to Schools remote from their 
Fopiſh Parents and Relations, who would be apt to 
pervert them. This Expedient, ſo eſſential to the 
obtaining the Ends of the Charter, tho' it may 
have eſcaped Publick Cognizance, has proved an 
Article of no ſmall nen che Is: and. wad 
continue ſo co be. .

So that if che Charter- Schools oduld be ſuf- 
ficiently extended and diffuſed, they would be the 
Means of increaſing Induſtry and Trade, and uſeful 
Manufactures, which muſt of Courſe improve every 
Gentleman's Eſtate. 


The Society will conclude with this one Obſer- 
vation which they apprehend to be of conſiderable 
Importance, tho! little attended to, namely, that the 
Progreſs ot theſe Schools, mult in its natural Courſe, 
gradually aboliſh the great Number of Popiſh Holi- 
days, by Means of which, ſome hundred thouſands 
of working Hands are kept idle, and the Labour 
and Profit of them Joſt to the Publick-Stock for a

This Damage, as little as it is obſerved, yet upon 
a fair Calculation, will appear to be an aſtoniſhing 
- Draw-back from the Wealth and Strength ot the 
Nation; but it eats like a Worm unſeen at the Root 
of our Proſperity, which grows chiefly from La- 
bour, and muſt languiſn with the Decreaſe of it. 
It is manifeſt therefore that the Increaſe of Pro- 
loſtant Hands, in Conſequence ot theſe Schools, will 
remove this great Evil, which, humanly ſpeaking, 
cannot be done by any other Means. ej
